Moss, who was admitted to this Hospital on August 11th, suffer- 
ing from gunshot wounds in the back, died yesterday morning 
—September 13, 1917.

Official Stories Show That Germans 
Do Not Always Have Their 
Own Way 


The following incidents, taken 
from the admiralty records, show that 
the German U-boats are by no means 
having it a their own way: 

“First stofy—From one of our aux- 
iliary naval forces a torpedo was seen 
approaching the starboard beam. It 
jumped out of the water when 100 
yards off and struck the engine room 
near the waterline, making a large 
rent and flooding several compart- 
ments, The starboard lifeboat was 
blown into the air, pieces of it land- 
ing on the wireless aerial. Soon after 


a periscope was observed just  for- 
ward of the port beam. It turned 
and made for our ship, but quickly 
disappeared as the enemy further 


submerged, Again it appeared, to 
be followed this time by a conning 
tower, 
shot hit the base of the conning tow- 
er and removed the two periscopes. 
Many hits were observed and the 
submarine quickly assumed a list to 
port and several men came out of 
the hatch abaft the conning tower. 
He wallowed along for a space; his 
stern almost submerged and with oil 
squirting from his side. The crew 
came on deck and waved their hands. 
At this sign of surrender ‘Cease fir- 
ing’ was ordered, upon which he 
started to make off at fair speed, 
evidently hoping to disappear in the 
misty weather, Fire was again open- 
ed, a loud explosion took place for- 


the enemy sank, the last thing seen 
being his sharp bow end up slowly 
disappearing beneath the water, Two 
survivors were picked up and our 
ship made harbor. 

“Second story—One of our small 
craft hted an enemy submarine at 
a distance of 10,000 yards. She main- 
tained her course and five minutes 
later the enemy stopped and then 
proceeded towards her, Suddenly he 
submerged and shortly after his per- 
iscope appeared on the starboard bow 
for a few seconds and then disap- 
peared. The fel was ported, and 
when over the position where 
periscope had been seen an explosive 
charge was dropped. Our ship circled 
round and when in position once 
more dropped another charge, 
explosion of this was followed, after 
two or three seconds by another and 
much more violent explosion, 
shook the vessel from stem to stern.

There are Now Over Five Million 


Men Under Arms 


The Associated .Press is able to 
give approximately the figures rep- 
resenting the man power of Ger- 


many in the war at the present time,

counted for as follows: The remain 
ing portion of the class of 1919 await- 
ing call 150,000; class of 1920 still 
uncalled 450,000; men employed as 
indispensable in industries and ad- 
ministrations, 500,000; men unable to 
reach Germany 200,000; men entirely 
exempted owing to phtysical disabil-

ed in due time the goal of 


peace— 
“With malice toward none, with 
charity for all; with firmness in the 
right, as God gives us to see the 


right, let us strive on to finish the 
work we are in, to do all which may 
achieve and cherish a just and last- 
ing peace. 


Food ‘Substitution 


What Canada Is Doing to Supply 
Allies With Food 

The sacrifice that Canada is mak- 
ing to supply the allies with food is 
illustrated in figures regarding her 
pork exports that have been received 
by the U.S. food administration, 

In Canada, recognizing the ex- 
treme need for the saving of certain 
foods for the supply of the allies, 
they have taken upon themselves the 
task of reducing their consumption 
of wheat and hog products to two- 
thirds of the normal consumption, 

The pork products expor from 
Canada to the allied countries in 
1913 amounted to 36,000,000 pounds 
and in 1914 to 23,500,000 pounds, This 
was increased in 1916 to 144,000,000 
pounds and in 1917 to 207,000,000, 

Canadian pork and bacon has to a 
very large extent replaced the Dan- 
ish product, formerly the chief of 
Great Britain’s external — supplies, 
outside the United States. The great 
saving in Canada is being mad 
chiefly through intelligent food sub 
stitution, In pork products the say- 
ing is accomplished largely through 
the substitution of fish, Recent goy 
ernment regulations, however, have 
restricted the use_of bacon to break 
fast. In addition there are now two 
meatless days per week in Canada

The Heroic and Noble Sacrifices to 
Help Win the’ War 


It is doubtful whether there is any 
greater heroism seen today t 
manifested by the mothers, wiv 
Sweethearts of_our men — wl 
time has vome for the leave-taking 
before going to the front. At rail- 
road stations woiren of all classes 
up bravely under the terrible 
in, trying to be bright right to 
the last moment, and then returning 
home to take up the burden of life, 
and endeavoring to smile through 
their tears. To see this and to re- 
alize what it means is to be proud of 
our race. 

Here is one instance out of many. 
yeneey. Farnol, the novelist, has just 
been telling some of his experiences 
while visiting a British munitions 
factory largely worked by women. 
As he watched what seemed to him 
unnatural work for womanhood, he 
observed one middle aged) woman, 
tall and white haired, whose busy 
fingers were fitting finished cartridges 
into clips with wonderful celerity. 
In response to some remark, she 
looked tp with a bright simle, though 
with eyes sombre and weary. 

“Yes, sir,’ ‘she said, above the roar 
of machinery, “I had two boys out 
there somewhere—killed by the same 
shell, I’ve got a photo of their 

raves—very neat they look, though 
pare, and I'll never be able to go and 
tend ’em ‘usee, nor lay a few flowers 
on 'em, So I'm doin’ this instead— 
to help the other lads, Yes, sir, my 
boys did their bit, and now they’re 
gone, their mother’s trying to do 
her's,” 

Very similar is the incident of the 
Scottish mother whose sixth son had 
gone to the front. "God be thanked,” 
said she, “that I ha’e them to give. 


I’ve only crippled Tam left, an’ d’ye 
ken what he said to me when the 
last one went? With a tear in, his 


e'e he said, ‘Mither, if I had my legs 
I wad be awa’ wi’ them,” 

The same spirit is being shown in 
France by countless women. One il- 
lustration must suffice. A train of 
wounded soldiers was being eagerly 
waited for at a station, and among 
those who were anticipating the 
meeting with loved ones was a young 
mother carrying her babe. When the 
train arrived she had to be told the 
mournful news that her husband had 
died on the journey. After a mo- 
ment’s silence she strengthened her- 
self, and, holding her baby aloft, 
cried, “Vive la France!” 

Could any spirit be nobler? And 
the same quiet courage is being 
shown by women everywhere.—To- 
ronto Globe.

Unhygienic conditions in the home 
of the drinker increase child mortal- 
ity. Money spent for drink cannot 
be spent for rent or for plenty of 
nourishing food, or for fuel or cloth- 
ing. Conditions thus created tend 
to child mortality, especially if the 
mother is obliged to help “keep the 
wolf from the door,” because of a 
drinking father.—J. HI. Hazlewood, 
Department of Social Service.

D. H- Shaw of Majorville has 
received the attached letter from 
John Cassele, a young man who 
was well and favorably known in 
that district and enlisted with a 
Highland regiment. Undoubtedly 
it will be read with interest by his 
friends: 

Dear Dan,—1 just thought as I 
am leaving tonight for France that 
I would send you a photo of myself 
and ask you to remember me to all 
the Majorville people. 

I got wounded on April 91h last, 
my left arm being fractured by a 
a machine gun bullet, and have 
been here since then. The regi- 
ment I am with is a British Colum- 
bia one. I transferred to it in 
August 1816 and went all through 
the Somme scrap without getting 
hit, but we got pretty nearly clean- 
ed at Vimy Ridge. There was 
—— of the battalion left after that | 
scrap. 

I often thought of writing you 
when | was in France, but one gets 
very little time to write over there, 
and asthe letters are all censored 
one cannot say very much. 

Alberta would look pretty good 
to me just jnow. I intend going 
back there and taking up some 
land ‘‘apres le guerre’, as the 
French people say. 

The weather over here is vary 
broken and the farmers are having 
ahard jeb to harvest their crops. 
They had fine crops here this year 
and it seems a pity that so much of 
it is going to waste on account of 
the weather.

Exemption Tribunals. 


Exemption Boards have peen chosen in such a way as to make them aosolutely independent and 
removed from all influence. There are over 1,250 boarde throughout the lly each composed of two 
men, one sppointed by the county judge in the district concerned and one selecte by a joint committee of 
Parliament. Being familiar with local conditions where they sit, the members are well-fitted to appreciate 
sueh reasons for exemption as are put before them by men called up. 


Exemption will be granted to those who can establish that it isin the national interest that they remain 
in civilian life. This is for the Exemption Board to decide after having received full information in each case. 


The grounds on which exemption may be claimed (which are similar to the grounds recognized in 
Great Britain and the United States) are as follows :— 


That it is expedient in the national interest that the man should, instead of being employed in Military Service, be 
engaged in other work in which he is habitually engaged. 


That it is expedient in the national interest that the man should, instead of being employed in Military Service, be 
engaged in other work in which he wishes to be engaged and for which he has special qualifications. 

That it is expedient in the national interest that, instead of being employed in Military Service, he should continue 
to be educated or trained for any work for which he is then being educated and trained, 

That serious hardship would ensue if the man were placed on active service, owing to his exceptional financial or 
business obligations or domestic position. 

Il health or infirmity. 

That he conscientiously objects to the undertaking of combatant service and is prohibited from doing so by tenets 


d articles of faith, in effect on the sixth d. f July, 1917, of rganized religi d inati sti ind 
well recognized in Canada at such date,and to whichhe in good lath belong, 


That he should be exempt because disfranchised under the War Time Election Act. 


No Claim for Exemption should be put forward unless one or other of these grounds in fact exists, 
and no loyal citizen should assist in, or allow himself to be made a party to, any Claim for Exemption unless 
thoroughly satisfied that it is made in good faith. 


Exemption may be applied for by the men selected themselves or by thelr parents, near relatives or 
employers. Application for exemption must be made on printed forms to be found at every post office 
which are to be filled in and left with the postmaster if exemption is desired. The postmaster will forward 
the form to a Registrar, who will send it to the appropriate Exemption Board. In due time, then, the 
Applicant will get notice as to when he must present his case before the Board.
